Women Occupy 


On the evening of May 17 about 70 
women gathered on Ducketts Common, 
a small piece of land beside Turnpike 
Lane, north London. The plan was to 
reclaim this dangerous area for women 
after the recent rape of a woman there 

The Curzon Porn Cinema faces onto 
the Common. There has been a long 
campaign by local women to close this 
source of women-hating propaganda 

Women believe that this cinema is 
closely related to the rape and also 
to the harassment of women involved 
with the campaign by men who operate 
and visit the cinema. 

During the occupation of the Common 
the women danced, played music, drank 
and had a good time, without the fear 
of harassment, attack and rape which 
follow women throughout their lives. 

In the night men shouted abuse and 
insults but few of them were stupid 
enough to approach the occupation 
If they did approach they were chased 
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Ducketts Common 


off the Common. 

In the early hours of the morning large 
bundles of scab newspapers were a wel- 
come addition to the campfire. Scab 
newspaper vans came to deliver News 
International titles to local news- 
agents. An argument started with 
the driver about his scabby activities. 
As one of the vans drove away the word 
SCAB was clearly visible in large red 
letters on the back of it 

A bad point in the night was the 
insensitivity of a City Limits reporter 
who tried to manipulate the women 
into her idea of a ‘presentable’ news 
item 

This sort of direct action does more 
to stop rape and the harassment of 
women than any number of ‘sympa- 
thetic’ (slimy) anti-rape centres set up 
by police/social workers

There has been a world-wide outcry 
against apartheid in South Africa, 


but at this moment in the USA state 


forces are gearing themselves up for 
one of the biggest confrontations, 
as part of a massive ‘relocation’ 
scheme, with Native North Amer- 


cans for many years. Within the USA 


many are turning a blind eye to 
this indigenous apartheid, and 
elsewhere few are even aware of 
what is happening. One member 
of the Black Flag collective has 
just returned from the area where 
all this is to happen and happening 
right now — Big Mountain, in 
Arizona — and reports that some 
are saying that the only way they 
will leave the ‘reservation’ is in 
coffins. 


The following report about what is 
happening is by Arthur Miller of the 
Big Mountain Support Group, Kansas 
City 


The US government plans to forcefully 
remove thousands of Dine (Navajo) people 
from their homeland this year as a so-called 
solution to what the US government calls 
a dispute between the Hopi and Navajo 
nations. In reality there is no dispute between 
the Dine and Hopi, rather this is a conspir 
acy by the government and the energy com- 
panies to rape the land for coal, oil and uran- 
ium. The conspirators are using the neo- 
colonial tribal councils to do their bidding 
for them. 

Before the tribal councils, the government 
had to get 75% of the people of any Indian 
Nation to agree before it had an agreement 
In the 1930's the government created the 
‘tribal councils’ and maintained control by 
controlling the money which goes to them 
and thus got whatever they want from them 
Because the traditional Indian people had 
their own means of self-management for 
thousands of years and because the tribal 
councils were used to sell or lease off land, 
the Traditionals never supported the councils 
and viewed them as one of the means the 
US government has been using to destroy 
them 


JOINT USE AREA 


When the boundaries of the Hopi and Navajo 
Reservations were set by the US government, 
an area was set aside which was to be used 

by both and by any other Indians that the 

US government decided to place there. No 
Indian Nation had title to this land which came 
to be known as the Joint Use Area. When

the energy corporations found coal, oil and 
uranium in the Joint Use Area they needed 
someone to sign the ‘energy rights’ away. 
One of the main energy corporations that 
had its greedy eyes on the area was Peabody 
Coal, which is Mormon controlled. Peabody, 
with the help of the US government, fab- 
ricated a tribal dispute between the Hopi and 
the Dine Nations so the area would be div- 
ided between the two nations, allowing the 
land to be opened up to the energy cor- 
porations. How did they do this? 

First they sent a Mormon attorney, 
John Boyden, to have the Dine to hire 
him as their lawyer; he was rejected. Then 
the US Department of the Interior chose 
him to settle the ‘dispute’ and he organised 
a new Hopi council (made up of Mormons) 
who then hired him to resolve the mineral 
rights. Between 1973 and 1974 ‘range wars’ 
were staged which the Washington Post found 
were created by Evans’ & Associates, a Salt 
Lake City Mormon PR firm which also 
writes the Hopi Chairman's speeches. In 
1974 Congress passed Public Law 93-531, 
which partitions the land in a 50/SO split, 
reduces livestock by 50% and establishes a 
Relocation Commission to remove all 
Indians living on the ‘wrong side of the fence’ 
Because of this law up to 15,000 Dine 
(mainly) and Hopi indians will be moved. 


RESISTANCE 


On October 2, 1977, the resistance to 
the fencing of the Joint Use Area began with 
Dine elder, Pauline Whitesinger, of Big Mountain 
confronting and evicting fencing crews and 
tearing down part of the fence. From that 
time on the people of Big Mountain Dine 
declared independence and sovereignty, stating 

the sacred laws of the Dine give no author- 
ity for the Federal government and its 
related agencies to intrude and disrupt the 
sacred lands of Big Mountain.’ 

The government has had an economic boycott 
on the area for many years. These people get 
nothing from the government and with 90% 
of their sheep and goats taken away (which 
the people depend upon for their survival) 
they are in dire need of help, The government 
says the animals may harm the land, while 
right outside the area energy companies strip 
bare the land. They plan to do the same on 
Big Mountain. This, the government feels, 
is all right for the land 

For those who have relocated they either 
find themselves in racist border towns or 
forced to live on two acres of useless land in 
a house which looks like an ordinary ‘sub 
urban’ house - with electrical outlets and 
lightbulbs in the sockets, fancy kitchen sink, 
etc, - the only problem being that there is 
no electricity or water or sewer or gas 


connections. The government restricts them 
to their two acres, which is not enough for 
them to carry on their traditional forms of 
self-survival. In time they may lose their home 
and be left with nothing 


DEADLINE APPROACHING 


The deadline for the forced exile of the 
Dine people is July 8. Richard Norris, speak- 
ing for Reagan, said ‘Eviction of the Navajos 
could be enforced by US Marshalls and the US 
Military’. Reagan has said that it will not 
be another Wounded Knee and that the 
relocation will be completed in 30 minutes. 
(This is nonsense: there are 15,000 people 
altogether at Big Mountain and the area is 
around 1000 square miles). 

Most of the active resisters are elder 
women and the government is treating this 
as a military invasion against them. WE CAN- 
NOT LET THIS HAPPEN! WE MUST ALL 
ORGANISE TO STOP THE MILITARY 
INVASION OF BIG MOUNTAIN AND THE 
FORCED EXILE AND OPPRESSION OF THE 
DINE PEOPLE! Inaction or apathy at this 
Stage is nothing more than approval.of this 
genocide. 

The Midwest support groups have taken 
on the responsibility of organising food, 
supplies, work crews, affinity groups and out- 
side support of one area of the Joint Use 
Area. WE NEED YOUR HELP! Through the 
resources of the organisers of the midwest 
groups we need international help in the 
following areas: 1) Write letters of protest 
to Congress, 2) Send letters of protest to 
US embassies, 3) Organise vigils or demon- 
strations (outside US embassies, etc) on the 
8th of every month, 4) Help organise food 
and supply runs (or send money), 5) Send 
general donations, 6) Contact the media in 
your area of the world, 7) Join in work 
crews - EVERYONE IS WELCOME AT BIG 
MOUNTAIN, 8) Organise affinity groups, 9) 
Organise meetings in your area to publicise 
what is going on 

We cannot defeat the US government 
militarily; they have the most advanced murder 
machine ever created. But, by mass public 
outrage we can defeat them. Your local 
organising will make the difference. Organise 
now like there is no tomorrow; for these 
people there may not be a tomorrow.

house owned by Rupert Murdoch’s News 
International company burnt down to the 
ground, allegedly the victim of 2/3/several 
arsonists, on Monday night (June 2nd) 

While murders and arson attacks on the 
black and asian communities get little or 
no media coverage in this country, it’s 
hard for us to feel outraged or shocked 
by the crude ‘print-workers on strike are 
terrorists’ stories now appearing on TV 
and in the newspapers. 


Bruce Mathews, managing director of News 
International, and Murdoch’s No. | stooge, 


says the fire at their Deptford Warehouse 


was caused by striking printworkers. 

But the Murdoch gang have decreed that 
the strikers have been dismissed long since. 
If strikes are made illegal, as Murdoch (by 


shrewd manipulation of Thatcher’s laws) 
intends, then sabotage, arson and violence 
(which are also illegal, but by their nature 
covert) become the alternative. So all 
dictatorships have found. 

What alternatives are suggested for the 
future’s work force, to whom strikes may 
only be of historical interest, if Murdoch 
gets away with it ? 

It seems governments sometimes forget 
that violence isn’t something only they 
have a monopoly on. Why should anyone 
be surprised if from time to time they get a 


little taste of their own medicine ? 
Capitalists feel pain when their prop- 
erty is destroyed. They deserve it all a hun- 
dred times over. Besides, if you sack 
workers at the drop of a hat and collaborate 
with police violence you should expect to 
get your fingers burnt

The pickets gradually dispersed after the meeting 
and reckoned the night was a complete success 
victory. Pickets were pleased with their effectiveness. 
There were no arrests and no hassle.”

| Brixton Incidents 


Shortly after vanloads of police were 
seen ‘tooling up’ at the police station. 
But they approached the area with caut- 
ion, no doubt worried by persistent 
rumours that the ‘guns come out this 
time’. Over the Bank Holiday weekend 
police were out in force in groups of 
eight, warning shopkeepers to expect 
trouble. This provoked Linda Bellos, 
the new ‘black, feminist, Jewish’ 
leader of Lambeth, to accuse them of 
trying to ‘provoke a war’. 


After five months of intensive picketing 
Murdoch has changed his stance 
from no offer at all to the present 
deal; many believe he will give in 
further. SOGAT shop stewards who 
point out that many distribution 
points have been unable to shift 
copies of News International titles and 
that sales figures have been doctored. 
London machine branch officials 
opposed to the ballot have also 
pointed out that many of those 
being balloted are no longer involved 
in the dispute or have got jobs elsewhere 


in Fleet Street.

“Wed 28th May,Wapping. MARCH AND RALLY. 


At 9.15pm 1500 pickets left Tower Hill to march 
on Wapping. At the Thomas More St. exit the march 
stopped briefly to sing “Overtime” in front ot the 
police lines. The Highway was blocked by lines of 
police at Virginia St with 10 horses behind. The 
tally sang “Rupert Murdoch stick your money up 
your arse”. A Sun clerical striker was arrested at 
10.05 for sitting on a barrier. Pickets piled in but 
were unable to rescue him. This stirred up the 
crowd. Police and vehicles leaving the plant were 
loudly abused. At 10.30 a small section gathered in

260 pickets stopped TNT ‘white mice’ vans

During the same night the TNT depot at 
Carlisle was picketed by the printworkers 
marching en route from Glasgow to London.

It has recently been 
closed down and now re-opened after 
earlier incidents. In one of these an 
arrogant young Eton public school 
student got stabbed in the bum and had

Parallel to Mainstream is another, 
older organisation, called TRUEMID

officials. The organisation is financed 
by big business, including such anti- 
union stalwarts as Barclays, McAlpine, 
Hambros, Morgan Grenfell, etc. The 
organisation has good links with the 
press and TRUEMID union candidates 
at branch and national elections tend 
to get biased coverage (Bill Jordan, 
for example, the newly elected AEU W 
president, is a TRUEMID member) 

There is even an SAS connection 
Colonel David Stirling, founder of 


breaking force, using mainly former 
military personnel and anti-unionists 
generally. In many respects GB75 
reflected the Organisation for the 
Maintenance of Supplies (OMS) set 
up prior to the 1926 General Strike 
by Lord Hardinge, but never achieved 
its size. The OMS however was never 
really called upon as the state’s own 
initiative, via the Supply and Transport 
Organisation (years later to become the 
Civil Contingencies Unit), had already 
organised plans to recruit loyalists, 
students and businessmen (sic) into a 
force of 10,000 to break up strikes 
and carrying on scab work. Incidentally 
the STO also called upon the services 
of the Institute of Electrical Engin- 
eers and the Institute of Civil Eng- 
ineers to provide a back-up resource 
Today it is not the trade and profess- 
ional associations that are being 
called upon to organise against strikes, 
but trade unionists by their own 
leaderships 

Another right-wing sinister force 
acting against the interests of trade 
unionists that is worth mentioning 


is IRIS (Industrial Research Informat- 

ion Services) which puts out ‘research’ 
propaganda against the trade union left 
and also in support of nuclear industry 


The discovery of the corpses of two 
neighbours in Effra Parade SW 2 in the 
middle of May is a clear indication of 
how callous society is becoming.More 
than likely Mr. George Owens and Mr. 
Eric Arris died from hypothermia, 

the government sponsored execution 
for elderly people who may become 

a ‘“‘burden on the state’’. 

It is believed that 79 year old George 
Owens had possibly died before 
Christmas, which means that for 
almost 6 months his corpse lay in his 
flat. If Mr. Owens body had not been 
discovered through the concern of 4 

a local teenager then the body of Mr. 
Arris would not have been discovered. 
Mr. Arris had lay dead in his flat since 
March. 

Because of a very severe and prolonged 
winter, a record number of elderly 
people perished through hypothermia 
(i.e. froze to death). It would appear 
that another 2 people can be added.. 
The direct responsibility for Mr. Owens 
lies with Lambeth social services 
committee, and the inability of 

that c’tee to carry out its functions. 

It appears as if a secret inquiry 

is going to create a cover up and 
produce a scapegoat, 


An attempt to put the blame and 
cause of death of these two neighbours 
upon the presence of squatters in 

the area is being cooked up. 

The relationship between the dead 
neighbours and the squatters is that 
both are victims of a capitalist state 


supported by middle class professionals 
many posing as socialists but in reality 
full of bullshit and hypocrisy.

After the Chernoby] catastrophe the 
planned Nuclear Reprocessing Plant at 
Wackersdorf (WAA), the German Win‘scale, 
has become the main focus for resistance in 
W.Germany. For once the anarchists and aut- 
onomes from the cities have been united 
with anti-nukes,pacifistsand local farmers 
and villagers in an all out attack 
The Wackersdorf plant, in Bavaria near the 
Czech border, will produce plutonium, the 
stuff of Nuclear Bombs.

have its own Nuclear Weapons. 

The Campaign has been building up since 
January, when 1000s demonstrated in the 
forest in minus 10C. There have been 2 


deaths already, many hundreds injured, and 
many 1000's nicked. As well as millions of 
marks damage caused. 

On the weekend of 17th to 19th May, how- 
ever, after 3 weeks of radioactive fallout 
from Chernobyl, over 30,000 people came 
to Wackersdorf, in a mood for civil war 
There follows reports compiled from several 
participants.

SATURDAY NIGHT 


Local people had already organised a camp nearby, 
with 2 to 3 thousand people there. The first 
attacks against the declared “Invincible” fence 
began, and one dectricity pylon was cut down. 


SUNDAY 


By noon 10,000 of us (including maybe 1000 of 
us masked militants) were walking beside the fence, 
while cars stretched back for miles in the country 
lanes, and 1000's more were parking up on the 
far side of the site. The cops werent even search- 
ing the traffic. The last 2 radioactive weeks had 
made us angry and many, and given them a bunk- 
er mentality. 

So off we trot at Ipm, as choppers flit above us. 
And lo and behold we find some 50 of the impert- 
inent scum (police) standing OUTSIDE the fence. 
Well, a hail of stones soon sees them back inside 
the gate. in snite of their helmets and shields, and 
didn’t the last 5 get a pasting ! 

Right from the start stones flew over the fence. 
Inside were 40 water/gas cannons (some new ones 
with a range of 65 metres ) and literally 1,000’s of 
pigs. 

We set out to cut the fence, made of half inch 
steel rods, criss crossed with steel bars like railway 
tracks, and solid metal posts every 5 metres. The 
cannons blasted us back with water and CS gas 
mixture, but received a veritable hail of stones, 
paint, wood, catapulted ball bearings and the odd 
molotov cocktail in return. As the gas struck home 
the battle escalated, with everyone starting to join 
in. Police with loud hailers appealed in vain for 
the “respectable” demonstrators to split with the 
terrorist radicals, as local farmers got the stone 
supply well organised, and while families began 
masking up to fight. Video teams were attacked 
and quite a few mollies began to get through to 
the cannons. 

Piling tree trunks, metal sheets and sheet plastic 
along the fence, we began to make partial shelters 
from which the many with hacksaws could attack 
the fence. It was hard work. Soon the sheer noise 
of the hail of rocks on the cannons made them 
hang back a bit, and the older Mercedes cannon 
became utterly useless at keeping the “black caps’ 
(us) at bay. 

After a good 3 hours of this, as holes began grad 
ually to appear in the ‘Invineible’ fence, the bast- 
ards in charge sent out 200 unfortunate riot police 
to try and protect the fence from without. With 
furious hatred the autonomous crashed onto the 
pigs. They hadn’t a chance in the hail of rocks 
that hit them , and very many of them were ser- 
iously injured, as they fled in panic, dragging their 
injured behind them. 

By mid afternoon there were a dozen person 

sized holes in the steel fence, and we proceeded 
to storm the ‘police zoo’, a few would slip through, 
whenever a cannon withdrew for reloading, and 
began building further barricades/shelters beyond 
the barrier. However our coordination wasn't 

good enough, as we had run out of molotovs, 
just when we had broken through and needed 
them most. (Smuggling them in was risky, as you 
could go to prison for years if caught). Though 
brave poor danced between the cannons to 
stone building machinery behind the second fence, 
little serious damage could be caused. 

After seven hours of all out attacks and constant 
gas warfare, the fighting subsided, most of us were 
hurt or completely exhausted by nightfall, but 

3 or 4 hundred masked reinforcements kept it up 
all night, pelting the pigs as they tried to weld up 
the holes at 3 in the morning. 

The good thing was the ‘average citizens’ joined 
in, they couldn’t isolate and divide us this time 

I remember an old granny giving me a plastic 

bag to carry stones in , and a good piece of 

metal for digging..Great.. or on another 
occasion as gas grenades thudded down from 
helikopters all around us, I compliment two 
old women on their gas masks. ‘It is like a 


STOP WACKERSDORF NO | 


People’s Revolt’ said one woman,'We come here 
every week to help and shout’. 

After the first day the ‘score’ stood at 232 police 
injured, 27 seriously - 200 of us hurt mostly by 
gas (600 litres of CS gas and 1000 litres of CN gas 
had been used!) Only 13 of us had been arrested, 
mostly the night before or on their way to the 
place. 


MONDAY 


Very early in the morning some radicals stole an 
excavator from a nearby village, drove it to the 
WAA site, and tried to tear down the main 

gate of the fence. But a watercannon and a 
helicopter dropping gas bombs forced them to 
give up, whereupon the digger was set alight. Then 
more helicopters arrived, flying in 100’s of BGS 
(an elite commando type force). The police 

were intent on revenge, nevertheless we began 
our attacks again at noon, less than the day 
before, but still cutting new holes. Two police trucks 
were caught and set alight. Then the revenge 
began,as the helicopters arrived in force, 
dropping ee grenades on everyone, near and far 
from the fence ,as we harrassed them with 
flares, and cursed and cheered as the police 

vans went up in flames, and 100 special police 
on foot were sent fleeing away. A little girl 

had an asthma attack and almost died in 
intensive care, nearly becoming the third 

victim of the police (A 65-year old woman 

died of a heart attack during a police eviction 

in Jan., and a 35 year old man died at Easter, 
of an asthma attack caused by CS gas.) 

Now the police had the advantage, gas 

injuries were many, with the cops spraying 

pure gas from the cannons at times, and 

even baton charging the Red Cross area, where 
iniured people were being evacuated to the few 
hospitals which refused to give information to the 
police. Meanwhile Ch. Kohl spoke of “not an 
attack on WAA, but on the state itself”, and the 
interior Minister fumed about “A violent 

attack by chaoten (chaotics} on State Order” 
and urged every citizen to isolate the violence 
users. 


TUESDAY 


By now most people had left. At 6.00 pm the 
police surrounded the remains of the camp, as 
helicopters dropped bgs police on top of us. 130 
of us were arrested, at least 17 were badly beaten 
up after arrest. Meanwhile a further 47 people 
were captured in the countryside, some were hun- 
ted down by low-flying helicopters. But there was 
still resistance. Local anti-nuclear groups, using a 
telephone alarm chain, obstructed the transp - 
ort of the arrested! Roads were blocked, tyres 
slashed, and quite a few people rescued, forcing 
terrified police to draw their guns. (The local 
government had legitimised use of guns in advance). 
That evening 400 people attacked a police station 
in a nearby town, smashing all the windows (3 
more arrests). The police too began blocking high- 
ways as a ‘preventive measure’. 

40,000 had demonstrated in the cities over the 
same weekend. Atom shares slid on the Frankfurt 
stock exchange, and had already crashed in New 
York. Even in Poland 3,000 managed to petition 
against the planned Zarnowiec Nuke Station. 
Violent and expensive attacks were raging on Nuc- 
lear targets all over Germany. (see seperate article). 

But the best thing for me was to see the cultur- 
al mixing, (meltdown) rare in Germany, punks 
mixed happily with peace movement softies, hippy 
bureaucrats with black clad anarchist nilitants. A 
basis for a long and hitter campaign, with escalat- 
ion on both sides. 

The police, who only began to use CS gas (as 
opposed to CN) this Easter, are demanding rubber 
bullets, and over the weekend tried out a new 
type of Cs gas grenade which “cannot be thrown 
back”. We shall see what, and who, ‘cannot be 
thrown back’!

Since the Chernobyl “accident waiting to 
happen” we have news of a big wave of 
resistance across NW Europe, ranging from 
pickets to huge demos to sabotage to 
bomb attacks, almost none of it reported 
in the media. Here is a brief select-

**The W. German Greens have begun a phone-in 

service and a massive poster campaign, providing 

details of radiation levels suppressed by the Goy. 

and media. 

**The ‘Robin Wood’ action group occupied a 

200 metre high lekky pylon, provoking wide pub- 

licity. They were still up there over a week later, 
roving legally and physically difficult to evict. 

*6000 demonstrators were very heavily attack- 
ed by 2,500 police thugs at an anti-nuke demo 
in Wendland. Cops also smashed up cars and 
destroyed a complete road restaurant during vic- 
ious tear gas attacks. 

**The Gorleben riots. Hundreds wounded and 
arrested. The demonstrators went on to the Nuc- 
lear waste dump at Schacht-Konrad, where there 
was a further demo of 4,000 people some days 
later. 

**Mid May. Too many demos to list, all over the 
fucking place. 

** 15,000 demonstrated in Munich, according to 
police estimates. 

*Hessen. Ministry of the Environment occupied. 
**Berlin. Main streets blocked temporarily after 
mass dumping of contaminated milk and veg. 
**Bodenwohr (Near Wackersdorf site). Town 
Hall set alight. Chemical Research Centre destr- 
oyed by arson in Sudetenland. 


** Farmers block access to Nuke Station in Hamm, 
using tractors, for a whole weekend. 

**120 car convoy blockades the road to Gorleben.

Caesium contamination on vegetable 
and non-grass plant life 

2. According to the US-based Nuclear 
Information and Resource Service there

1. High levels of Caesium 137 have been 
found in grass in Cumbria, where the 
rainfall levels are high, in the wake of 
Chernobyl. It is believed that livestock 
in the area have been contaminated to 
tainment. (Chernobyl did have secona- 
ary containment, despite earlier alleg 
ations to the contrary). It has been est- 
mated that the 10 plants are capable of 
resisting less than half the pressure 
Chernoby! was designed to resist. All 
10 are involved in the production of 
plutonium for war purposes 
3. Since the last issue of Black Flag 
leaks have been reported at Sellafield 
(the fourth, reportedly, this year alone) 
in Cumbria, and at La Hague, near 
Cherbourg in France 

The Sellafield leak was reported because 
t happened during a routine safety 
inspection by people from the National 
Radiological Protection Board. Two 
workers were contaminated 


the extent that in months to come meat 
will have to be discarded. Limits set by 
the National Radiological Protection 
Board for Caesium 137 are 13,000 bas 
per sq metre; according to the Institute 
of Terrestrial Ecology this has been 
exceeded by around 4000 bas 

After Chernobyl the Ministry of 
Agriculture & Food tested milk for 
lodine 131 and it is only recently that 
tests have been proposed for Caesium 
on meat 

If levels have been exceeded there is 
no guarrantee of course that the public 
would be informed of this, especially 
as it would mean that virtually all 
meat would be contaminated for years 
to come (Caesium has a life period of 
at least 30 years) 


Prompted by the Chernoby! 

accident the press have now dug up 
the information on the 1957 fire at 
Windscale. It took 25 years before the 
full details of the leak were released 

At the time of the accident the govern 
ment put out a statement assuring 
people that there was no cause for 
concern as the pollution (a polomium 
cloud) had dissipated ‘over the sea 


At La Hague three workers employed 
by a sub-contractor were found to be 
contaminted up to 4 times the decreed 
limit and with contamination on their 
hands.up to 6 times the limit 
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Meanwhile as tests continue livestock 
are not being fed on uncontaminated hay 
Nor are there any plans being made for

WHO IS KATSUHISA OMORI 


For anyone not familiar with the Omori case, 
here are the main facts. 


2/3/76.. A bomb explodes in a Hokkaido 
Gov. Office (inJ apan). Two goverment 
Officials are killed and 81 injured in the blast, 
The “East Asian AntiJ apan Armed Front” 
claims responsibility for the bombing as part 
of their campaign against J apanese imperial- 
ism 

2/7/76.. SaburoK ato, a friend of Omori is 
arrested in Gifu province by police. They 
claim he is a member of the EAAJ AF 
20/7/76.. All known relatives and friends of 
K ato are put under surveillance, including 
Omori 


10/8/76.. Omori is arrested in connection 
with the Hokkaido Go. Office bombing. 
8/2/77.. Omori goes on trial at Sapparo Dist- 
rict Court accused of causing the explosion. 
He pleads not guilty. The trial drags on for 
six years. 

29/3/83.. Despite the lack of hard evidence 
Omori is found guilty and sentenced to dea- 
th. His appeal against the death sentence 
goes to the High Court. 

12/6/84.. Omori’s appeal begins at the Sappor 
High Court. Hearings are now monthly, and a 
verdict is expected soon 

11/8/86.. International Day of Protest called 
to commemorate Omori’s 10 years in 

prison

SUBSCRIBE TO BLACK FLAG 


Report of the Conference of 
Anarcho-syndicalists in Sydney 
January 25th to 27th 1986. 


Last January Anarcho-syndical- 
ists from Melbourne, Sydney and 
Wollongong came together in confer- 
ence at the Jura Bookshop in King 
St, Newtown and founded the first 


indigenous federation of Anarcho- 
syndicalist groups to declare its 
intention to apply for affiliation 


to the International Workers Assoc- 
iation. 

As 1986 is the one hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of 
the Melbourne Anarchist Club, 
and in the spirit of the coming 
celebrations in May, here follows 
a brief history of syndicalist activ- 
ity in Australia to precede the 
report of the January conference. 


HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


The Appearance of the IWW 
in Australia 


The failure of the great strikes 
in the late 1880's and early 1890's 
led to a schism in the Australian 
labour movement about where 
to go next. On one hand there 
were trade unionists who were 
advocating the formation of a 
labour movement oriented political 
party which led to the Australian 
Labour Party which came to power 
in 1910. On the, other hand there 
were sections of the labour move- 
ment who. saw the political mach- 
ine as the instrument of Capital 
and realised tnat in order to pro- 
tect the interests of fabour it 
had to organise in one big econom- 
ically combative union. After the 
founding of the Industrial Workers 
of the World at Chicago in 1905, 
the IWW concept of One Big Union 
spread to these shores by visiting 
American Seamen and led to the 
founding of the Adelaide IWW 
Club in 1907. The influence of 
the IWW soon spread the length 
and breadth of the country via 
wandering "wobblies", their IWW 
literature rolled up in their swags, 
constantly on the move in search 
of work in the mines and the 
shearing sheds. The impact of 
the IWW in the Australian labour 
movement was enormous. By 1914 
the Australian IWW paper "Direct 
Action" had a circulation of 20,000 
(at a time when the population 
of Australia was barely four mill- 
ions). The IWW was in the fore- 
front of the anti-conscription cam- 
paign. Two attempts by the Labour 
government of Prime Minister 
Billy Hughes to Introduce conscrip- 
tion by referendum failed narrowly. 

It had a more insurgent attitude 
to the First World War than that 
of the IWW in America. As a 
result of all this, the IWW became 
the victim of violent repression 
by the Labour government. The 
Sydney offices of "Direct Action" 
were repeatedly raided, its Editor- 


ial Board arrested, and copies 
of "Direct Action" confiscated. 
In 1917 twelve members of the 


Sydney IWW were arrested on 
charges ranging from arson to 
treason. As well a number of IWW 
militants were arrested on charges 
of counterfeiting five pounds notes. 
The government used the fact 
that some wobblies were of Ger- 
man and Austrian descent in an 
attempt to discredit the IWW as 
traitors. In the aftermath of the 
trial of the Sydney Twelve the 
government passed the Subversive 
Organisations Act of 1918 making 
the IWW illegal and followed it 
with the arrest of hundreds of 
IWW militants. Despite its supp- 
ression the IWW has maintained 
a presence on this continent 
through to the present day. Sporad- 
ic activity through to the 1940's

occurred in South Australia and 
Western Australia. In 1927 the 
Sydney Branch reformed clandestine- 
ly and remained active until the 
mid 1950's. 


The Recent Resurgence and Decline 


The failure of the "social demo- 
cratic" Labour government of 1972- 
1975 (the first after 23 years 
of conservative Liberal Party rule) 
and its allied reformist unions 
to bring about any — significant 
improvements for working and 
unemployed people (its demon- 
strated incompetence and _ corrup- 
tion) and its final demise in a 
"constitutional" coup d'etat engin- 
eered by the conservatives led 
more people to reject reformist 
unionism and parliamentary politics. 

1975 saw the reappearance of 
IWW members in Sydney, Canberra 
and Melbourne, the same _ year 
the last of the old Sydney wobb- 
lies, Bert Armstrong, who remained 
an active speaker and agitator, 
died. In 1976 the Australian New 
Zealand General Organising Comm- 
ittee of the IWW formed with 
a group in Sydney and a group 
in Melbourne (which grew out 
of the  anti-freeway campaign). 
The main activities being the distri- 
bution of IWW literature and prison- 
er solidarity work. The Melbourne 


IWW had underway moves to form 
a prisoners union at Pentridge 
Prison and in Sydney the General 
Defence Committee (Local 5) did 
much solidarity work for the 
Murrays in Ireland, imprisoned 
Greek anarchists, and Persons 
Unknown. case in Britain. In 1978 
the Melbourne IWW disbanded as 
a group. In 1981, the ANZGOC 
Bulletin ceased oublication and 
some or tnose invoiveu starteu 
publishing "Rebel Worker" in 1982. 
By 1983 "Rebel Worker" became 
an independent Anarcho-syndicalist 
paper with a view to furthering 
the influence of the IWA, the 
IWW ceased to exist as a group 
and only one member can be found 
on the entire continent today. 
The !WW has left behind a rich 
heritage of syndicalist history 
and it is remembered by former 
wobblies with great fondness. The 
demise of the IWW in Australia 
can be traced to the fact that 
the IWW is. effectively confined 
to the North American continent 
and the growing desire amongst 
Anarcho-syndicalists in Australia 
to be part of a greater internation- 
al Anarcho-syndicalist movement. 


The Growing Influence of the IWA 


It may come as a surprise to 
many that Australia once had 
an IWA affiliate - the Sydney 
Anarchist Group. It consisted main- 
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ly of Bulgarian exiles of the CNTB 
and was engaged in_ publishing 
Anarcho-syndicalist literature from 
1958 until the late sixties. In 1977 
a group of Anarcho-syndicalists 
(some of them IWW _ members) 
fermed the Svdnev Anarcho-Syndic- 
alists who aanerea to tne aifis 
and principles of the IWA and 
established a bookshop called Jura 
Books and a small press. By 1979 
the SAS more or less ceased to 
exist as an entity on its own, 
as Jura Books became the centre 
for more broad based Anarchist 


activity. In May 1981 this same 
group of militants formed the 
Anarcho-Syndicalist Committee 


and in its "Communication No.1" 
Stated its aim co spread the influ- 
ence of the IWA. The ASC ceased 
to exist as a result of the internal 
crisis that embroiled Jura Books 
in 1982. In early 1983 the Sydney 
IWW disbanded and became the 
Rebel Worker Group. Soon after- 
wards the Melbourne Anarcho- 
Syndicalist Group was founded, 
a number of whom were former 
CNT members. The MASG were 
also interested in developing an 
Anarcho-syndicalist organisation 
with the aim of affiliating with 
the IWA. They’ held = regular 
Anarcho-syndicalist discussions 


and engaged in Prisoner Solidarity 
these two groups 


work. Between 


there was much discussion regard- 
ing the formation of an Anarcho- 
syndicalist organisation in Australia 
and making a formal application 
to affiliate with the IWA at its 
1984 Congress. But time was short 
and there was much to be discuss- 
ed. In early 1984 the MASG made 
the decision to dissolve as a result 
of some members going overseas 
and leaving too few behind. 

The RWG continued to produce 
"Rebel Worker" (it has been produc- 
ed continuously since 1982) and 
in late 1985 there was discussion 
in Melbourne about establishing 
an Anarcho-syndicalist group. There 
was also an initiative by RWG 
to hold a conference of Anarcho- 
syndicalists with the intention 
of founding an Anarcho-syndicalist 
organisation in Australia with the 
aim of applying for affiliation 
with the IWA. This occurred in 
January at Sydney. 


CONFERENCE REPORT 


As can be imagined three days 
is not much time to discuss and 
decide everything that needs to 
be discussed and decided when 
establishing a federation of 
Anarcho-syndicalists. Adding to 
this problem was the embryonic 
situation with comrades from 
Melbourne. In retrospect a_ lot 
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was achieved considering the circ- 
umstances. There were many 
discussions concerning the various 
aspects of forming an organisation 
and a lot of what was hoped to 
be achieved (but not all) was ach- 
ieved, albeit on a provisional basis. 
Oddly enough, the first question 
to be discussed was “What is 
Anarcho-syndicalism?" Is it a strat- 
egy for change towards an Anarch- 
ist soclety or is it a basis for 
Anarchist society? Or is it it both? 
is it just Anarchist trade unionism? 
Is it a sound basis for the organ- 
isation of production? There seem- 
ed to be general agreement about 
the dual nature of Anarcho-syndical- 
ism, that it is a strategy for 
change and the basis of an Awarch- 
ist society. That while not losing 
sight of our aims we fight in the 
here and now to protect the 


interests of our class. 


The next question to be discussed 
{and probably the most contentious) 
was "What S$ the nature of 


Anarcho-syndicalist an 
It was more an umbrella ques- 
tion concerning isolated members, 
compulsory unionism, decision-mak- 
ing processes, an organisation of 
individuals or a federation of focal 
groups. As regards isolated mem- 
bers it was recognised that the 
situation is exacerbated by a small 
population in a vast geographic 
area. Some comrades felt that 
isolated members should join the 
Federation through the Federation 
Secretary and others postulated 
that isolated members should join 
the Federation through their hear- 
est local group. There was discuss- 
ion about how the IWW, the DAM 
and the CNT handied the problem 
of individua! isolated members. 
It was decided that Finance Dele- 
gates can only be members in 
good standing of local groups and 
only local groups have the power 
to mandate Finance Delegates. 
The question of affiliating to the 
Federation as individuals or local 
groups caused much debate. Some 
comrades pointed out that its 
centralising to affiliate as individ- 
uals rather than through local 
groups and that it would make 
decision making on a_ continental 
level problematical. Other comrades 
disagreed saying that an Anarcho- 
syndicalist organisation has to 
be joined on an individual basis. 
The question of how to make dec- 
isions at Federation Conferences 
brought forth proposals of mass, 
mass and delegate, delegate only 
with ratification by local groups 
but a decision was deferred until 
the next conference. It was agreed, 
however, that in the avent of 
an office bearer dying, being im- 
prisoned, moving, or being forced 
to stand down, its the responsibility 
of the nearest local group to con- 
vene a special 
a replacememt. Compulsory union- 
ism was another issue that was 
discussed and its not unique to

meeting to elect 


Australia (namely Britain) but 
a decision was deferred. By far 
the diggest discussion was about 


the adoption of the proposed aims, 
principles, and statutes (some of 


which have been touched upon). 
The conference was adjourned 
at one point so that comrades 


from Melbourne could meet t 
clarify their local situation. This 
meeting produced a proposal from 
Melbourne comrades that the stated 
principles and aims (subject to 
improvement) be adopted as a 
provisional basis fer a continental 
organisation and the next confer- 
ence would formulate the final 


aims and principles. This proposal 
was agreed to and the conference 
proceeded with more ( ctior 
as an improved aims and principies
